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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 
Claims 6, 18, and 71 are allowable. Claims 8-17, 25-31, 35, 77, and 78, 
previously withdrawn from consideration as a result of a restriction requirement, each 
include all the limitations of an allowable claim. Pursuant to the procedures set forth in 
MPEP § 821 .04(a), the restriction requirement between inventions, set forth in the 
Office action mailed on 09/30/2005, is hereby withdrawn and claims 8-17,25- 
31 ,35,77, and 78 hereby rejoined and fully examined for patentability under 37 CFR 
1 .104. In view of the withdrawal of the restriction requirement, applicant(s) are advised 
that if any claim presented in a continuation or divisional application is anticipated by, or 
includes all the limitations of, a claim that is allowable in the present application, such 
claim may be subject to provisional statutory and/or nonstatutory double patenting 
rejections over the claims of the instant application. Once the restriction requirement is 
withdrawn, the provisions of 35 U.S.C. 121 are no longer applicable. See In re Ziegler, 
443 F.2d 1 21 1 , 1 21 5, 1 70 USPQ 1 29, 1 31 -32 (CCPA 1 971 ). See also MPEP § 804.01 . 

Reasons for Allowance 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 6-17 require, inter alia, first and second "non-lasing" (but fairly highly polarized) 
light emitting diodes. 
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A laser (Light Amplified by Stimulated Radiation) is highly polarized because the emitted 
radiation necessarily has the same polarization (and wavelength and direction) as the 
radiation that stimulates it. The emitted radiation then proceeds to stimulate the emission of 
even more radiation on the same mode (including polarization). See Charles H. Townes, 
"Production of Coherent Radiation by Atoms and Molecules," Nobel Lecture, December 1 1 , 
1964.^ 

Applicants present, as one basis of their invention, their discovery that light emitted 
randomly into the m-plane (1010) and a-planed (1 120) of wurtzite type Ill-nitrides 
naturally favors one polarization over another by a factor of at least about three to one 
("50% polarized," as Applicants define "% polarized" in claim 6). Applicants state that 
they have actually built such a diodes that favors one polarization over another by a 
factor of about three to one ("70-80% polarized," as Applicants define "% polarized" at 
paragraph 0028). Note paragraphs 0024-0030 of the application, as published. A more 
complete explanation of this discovery is found in U.S. patent application Ser. No. 
10/805424, entitled "Semiconductor Light Emitting Devices Including In-Plane Light 
Emitting Layers" by James C. Kim, Jonathan J. Wierer, Jr., Nathan F. Gardner, John E. 
Epier, and Michael R. Krames, referenced at paragraph 0028 of the instant application 
and incorporated by reference therein. Application No. 10/805424 has published as 
2005/0205884.

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The claims, as written, do not require non-lasing LEDs specifically emitting light out 
of the m-plane (1010) and a-planed (1 120) of wurtzite type Ill-nitrides. However, these 
seem to be the only sort of non-lasing LEDs (at least as of the filing date) favoring one 
polarization over another by a factor of at least about three to one ("50% polarized," as 
Applicants define "% polarized" in claim 6). 

Claims 18-21 , 23-35, and 71-78 distinguish over the prior art of record by the 
requirement of a non-absorbing polarizer having a surface that receives light that is 
substantially parallel to the light emitting surface of a light emitting diode.
